THE PRESSURE OF TIE COWERS? >. 


Addressing the Committee of tha Con- 
etitutiona! Association of September. 2nd the 
Marquis Saionji, Leader of the Constitutional 
party, esid thet although no direct official 
phnouncoment regarding the perce had been 
made, thera. could be no doubt an agreement 
had been arrived at. Continuing, the Marquis 
said he must: first congratalate tho country on 
the restoration of peace, in’ tho interests of 
civilisution ond humanity. In discussing the 
peace terms it was necessary for them to keep 
in mind the special charactor of the negotiations. 
Hoth countries agreed to negotiate for poace 
on an ogual footing. in’ compliaoce: with the 
ndvico of President Rodsavelt, who saw the 
ne cossaty ofaterriblewar being broughttoan ond. 
Jt must be remembered that the negotiations were 
not those in which ono party was vanquished 
and.compellod to me for penve, a8 in the case of 
the kranco-German avar, when the Germans 
wore at tho gates of Paris.. It sas: also to be 
borne in mind that it was extremoly hazardous 
for the Jnpaness to ignore the views of the 
Powers in the mattor. Tho bulk of the people. 
perhaps, belioved that Russia waz roduced toauch 
a ilo: perato plight tliat she had no alternative 
but to aue for ponco, after continnous defext 
both on lund and sea, But tho views of the 
Powers were widely differont, and they ovid tly 
did not think Russia was in such o critical 
position. ‘I'he Powors had been eagerly hoping 
for penco,.and thy advice of Prosident Roosovett 
evtioed the wishos of all other ralers, The idea 
xo pravaient in Japan to annul the peace agre:

NAVAL COURT OF ‘INQUIRY, AT. KOBE, .. 


‘he Japan Chronicle reports:—A Naval Court 
of Inquiry conyoned by Captain R.N, Omman- 
nor on board H.BM.S8. Audromeda ou Sept. 
Sth und 9th te inquive into the cireamstances 
attending: the vollision in tho Inland Bee in 
hip 
Baralong and the Japancse steamabip Kinjo- 
maru. Tho Prosident of the Court was Cuptoin 
R. N. Ommannoy, the. other members beiog 
Mr. J B. Rentiors, British Vice-Consul, Livut. 
J, PF. Robins, Captain’ H. C. Barolum (master 
of the steamship Comb xchange), and Captain 
©. EB Cox (master of steamship Ascot), Mr. 

H. Bouar, ‘British Consul, was among those 
present. ‘BLr. C. N. Crosse, barrister, appeared 
-on Wohalf of Captain Jenkins. 

Edward Deucon Jenkins, sworn, said bo was 
master of the Britiah steamship Pereleng baving. 
hylt a master’s cortifieata sincu May, 1901, 
‘This was-his first voyage in the Baralong: The 
steamer belonged to the Bueknill Steamship 
Lines, Ltd., and he had beau master of several 
othor of that compiny's steamers proviontly. 
This wax the first time that ho hud had an 
aecitent of aay description, Whon ho left 
Kobo on the voyage in question le was bound 
to London, via Moji.aad ports, They loft 
Wobo at 5.37 au, on August 2nd, everything 
vat that tiine being in proper. order om board, 
tho ship being in charge of o fully Ucensed 
Every. 
thing went well until u littio after 10 pm. 

on the 22d Augast. - Thon they saw a red 
light.
